BRANIFF S SENIOR VICE PRESIDENT SOUTH HAS JUST INFORMED US 
THAT BRANIFF HAS CANCELLED MONDAY'S FLIGHT 970 (SANTIAGO, 

LIMA, GUAYAQUIL, MIAMI) WHICH GIVES MORE TIME TO SOLVE 
BRANIFF-AERO PERU PROBLEM INAS MUCH AS THE NEXT 
ENDANGERED NEW FREQUENCY FLIGHTS ARE SCHEDULED FOR FRIDAY, 

JULY 5. SOUTH ADDS THAT, IN EVENT TECHNICAL STOP PERMISSION 
FOR NEW FREQUENCIES NOT PERMITTED BY GOP, BRANIFF HAS 
FIGURED OUT WAY THEY CAN COVER MOST OF NEW OBLIGATIONS BY OVER- 
FLYING PERU WITHOUT DEPARTING FROM CURRENTLY APPROVED 34 
FREQUENCIES. HOWEVER, THEY WILL HAVE TO HAVE GOP’S AND CAB S PERMISSION 

TO REARRANGETRAVEL PATTERNS AND FLIGHT NUMBERS. 

2. SOUTH ALSO REPORTS THAT BRANIFF HAS RECEIVED INQUIRES 

US PRESS RE THEIR PROBLEM WITH PERU TO WHICH THEY HAVE GIVEN 
"NO COMMENT" REPLY. 

3. DURING COURSE OF CONVERSATION THIS MORNING WITH MINISTER 
MENESES, AMBASSADOR SAID THAT HE WAS INFORMED THAT IN 
ADDITION TO RECEIPT OF OPERATIONS PERMIT AEROPERU MUST FILE 
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ADDITIONAL INFORMATION SUCH AS FARE STRUCTURE WITH CAB BEFORE 
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IT COULD BEGIN OPERATIONS. TO BEST OF OUR KNOWLEDGE, AEROPERU 
HAS NOT DONE SO. EMBASSY WOULD ACCORDINGLY APPRECIATE BEING 
INFORMED PRECISELY WHAT FURTHER SUBMISSIONS OF INFORMATION ARE 
REQUIRED OF AEROPERU SO THAT WE CAN ADVISE MINISTER.
